Artist's Statement 


I enjoy watching the growth and development of the living 
things around me, from my plants and pets to the people in my life, 
including myself. My sculptures are about these observations. 

The materials I am most challenged by are ones I can have 
direct contact with. Fiber has always filled that need. I collect 
and use many natural fiber materials including branches from trees 
and bushes, thorns, horsehair and porcupine quills. These materials 
appeal to many of my senses. Their appearance, smell and feel are 
both soothing and inviting to me. 

Using the branches I have found, I go through a process of 
stripping away bark, sanding and polishing. Once I have created 
the character suggested by the branch, I accentuate it by painting 
the surface and adding horsehair, wire or thorns.
